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Market  Sunimary 


i^PPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  June  1979 
totaled  60.4  million  pounds.   Deliveries  were 
dovm  6.8  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  5.3  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  June,  54.9  million  pounds  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  —  down 
4.2  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  up  3.8  million  pounds  from  June  1978. 
The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class  I 
was  91.00%  in  June  compared  to  88.04%  the 
previous  month  and  92.83%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
June  was  $13.26  per  cwt.  —  up  11  cents  from 
May  1979  and  $1.31  above  June  1978. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  44.9  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  June  1979.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  were  down  5.5  million  pounds  from 
May  and  were  up  2.0  million  pounds  from  June 
1978. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  38.8  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  41.4  million 
pounds  in  May  1979  and  38.6  million  pounds 
during  June  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was 
86.35%  of  the  total  producer  milk  during  June 
compared  to  82.15%  last  month  and  89.95% 
during  June  of  last  year. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for  June  milk 
was  $13.29,  an  increase  (Continued  on  page  7) 


Milk  Packaging 

Every  two  years  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  looks  into  and  reports  on  the  con- 
tinuing changes  in  the  milk  packaging  field. 
It  surveys  the  sizes  and  types  of  milk  con- 
tainers being  used  by  milk  dealers  doing 
business  in  federal  milk  marketing  order  areas. 
It  also  reports  on  any  changes  in  how  milk  is 
distributed. 

The  most  recent  survey,  made  in  all  fed- 
eral milk  order  markets  across  the  nation 
during  November  1977 ,  showed  that  three  sig- 
nificant trends  seen  in  earlier  studies  are 
continuing  and  intensifying. 

More  and  more,  the  dairy  industry  is 
changing  from  glass  milk  bottles  to  paper  and 
plastic  milk  containers;  from  small  to  larger 
milk  containers;  and  from  home-deliveries  of 
milk  to  increased  wholesale  sales.   Wholesale 
sales  include  consumer-packaged  milk  sold  by 
milk  processing  plants  to  large  retail  outlets, 
and  also  sales  to  restaurants  and  institutional 
feeders,  both  privately-  and  government- 
operated. 

An  important  influence  in  the  trend  away 
from  glass  to  paper  and  other  single  service 
containers  has  been  the  increase  in  fluid  milk 
sales  through  retail  stores.   Single  service 
containers  eliminate  bottle  deposits  and  the 
task  of  returning  empty  bottles.   These  con- 
tainers —  disposable,  lighter  in  weight  than 
glass,  and  improved  to  be  more  leakproof  than 
at  first  —  rapidly  increased  in  use.   The 
survey  showed  they  account  for  about  98  percent 
of  all  fluid  milk  sales  —  a  big  increase  from 
15  years  ago  when  they  accounted  for  68  percent. 

Glass  milk  bottles  have  become  a  thing  of 
the  past.   In  1977  only  1  percent  of  all  milk 
sales  were  in  glass  bottles.

A  psychological  factor  in 
Che  use  of  glass  has  been  the 
visibility  of  the  creamline  — 
once  a  consumer  gauge  of  milk 
quality  and  desirability.   The 
trend  away  from  glass  milk 
bottles  has  been  accelerated  by 
the  development  and  growth  of  the 
milk  homogenization  process. 
This  process  breaks  down  the 
milkfat  globules  so  they  are 
evenly  distributed  in  the  milk 
and  do  not  rise  to  the  top  of 
the  container  as  cream. 

Since  there  is  no  creamline, 
being  able  to  see  the  milk  is 
less  important.   Homogenized 
milk  was  first  successfully  mar- 
keted in  Connecticut  in  1919. 
Through  the  years  it  has  grown 
steadily  until  today,  virtually 
all  milk  is  homogenized. 

More  recent  developments 
of  significance  have  been  a 
changeover  from  wax-coated  to 
plastic-coated  cartons,  and 
emerging  importance  of  plastic 
bottles.   First  reported  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest  in  1964, 
plastic  containers  for  dairy  items 
have  spread  throughout  the 
country,  but  are  most  prominent 
in  the  southern  region. 

The  most  familiar  product 
packaged  in  plastic  is  whole 
milk,  but  it  is  also  now  being 
used  to  package  other  dairy 
products  such  as  skim  milk,  2 
percent  (butterfat)  milk,  butter- 
milk, flavored  milk  drinks, 
yogurt  and  sour  cream. 

While  milk  container  mater- 
ials in  popular  use  have  been 
getting  lighter  in  weight,  the 
container  sizes  have  been  getting 
larger.   Quart  packages  have  lost 
ground  to  the  now  predominant 
gallon  containers. 

At  the  same  time,  distribu- 
tion of  milk  to  consumers  through 
home  deliveries  has  continued  to 
decline. 


Farm  Costs  and  Prices* 

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  DOWN  3  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  1  POINT 

The  June  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Fanners  decreased 
3  points  (1  percent)  to  243  percent  of  its  January-December 
1967  average ,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Con- 
tributing most  to  the  decrease  since  May  were  lower  prices 
for  cattle,  hogs,  broilers,  calves,  and  hay.   Higher  prices 
for  wheat,  corn,  soybeans,  and  oranges  were  partially  off- 
setting.  The  index  was  26  points  (12  percent)  above  June 
1978. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities 
and  Services,  Interest ,  Taxes ,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for 
June  15  was  249,  up  1  point  (h   percent)  from  mid-May. 
Sharply  lower  prices  for  feeder  livestock  were  more  than 
offset  by  higher  prices  for  fuels  and  energy,  tractors  and 
self-propelled  machinery,  feed ,  and  family  living  items. 
The  June  index  was  29  points  (13  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index 
of  Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage 
Rates  was  98  for  the  month  June  1979.   The  ratio  was  down  1 
point  from  the  previous  month  and  down  1  point  from  the 
same  period  a  year  ago.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk,  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  60.5  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  June  1979. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month, 
receipts  of  producer  milk  were 
down  6.9  million  pounds  and  0.4 
million  pounds  below  June  1978. 

In  the  June  equalization 
pool,  57.7  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down  4.9  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was 
0.1  million  pounds  above  June  1978. 
Class  I  milk  was  95.45%  of  the  total 
during  June  compared  to  93.07%  the 
previous  month  and  94.61%  during 
June  of  the  previous  year . 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  June 
milk  was  $13.66  per  cwt.

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  419  producers  delivered 
165.7  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to  417 
producers  and  184.9  million  pounds 
during  the  previous  month  and  369 
producers  and  158.9  million  pounds 
during  June  1978.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  in  June  were  down  10.4% 
from  May  and  were  4.3%  above  June 
of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was  13,278  pounds  per  day 
for  all  producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal  Orders  6,  12 
and  13.   The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was  9,786  pounds  under 
Order  No.  6,  11,071  pounds  under 
Order  No.  12  and  26,788  pounds 
under  Order  No.  13.
